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Tentative plans for the 
new building that will 
house the Lake County Mu- 
seum of History wore out- 
lined today by II. Brooks 
Smith, chairman of the 15- 
membcr museum board. 

The one-story plus base- 
ment building, which will be 
constructed upon successful 
completion of the museum's 
$5*25,000 fund raising cam- 
paign, will take advantage of 
the most up-to-date thinking 
in museum construction, Mr. 
Smith said. 

The building will be built 
on 20 acres of county-owned 
laud immediately north of 
Libcrtyvillc on Rte. 63. The 
county board recently agreed 
to lease the land to tiie mu- 
seum board for 198 years at 
one dollar per year. 

Title to the museum build- 
ing — expected to cost several 
hundred thousand dollars — 
will be turned over to the 
county when construction is 
completed. T h c museum 
board, however, will continue 
to run the institution's activi- 
ties. 

The museum board will be 
unsalaried and will merely 
act as trustees of the non- 
profit educational Institution. 

Smith said the building 
would contain 20,000 square 
feel on Jtlie basement level 
and 20.000 square feel on the 
first floor. It would be basic- 
ally an open structure on the 
inside with movable parti- 
tions so that displays could he 
changed easily. 

The partitions would set 
off' a serpentine corridor that 
would' lead visitors from one 
display to another. 

One of the highlights of 
the building is expected to 
be a' full-scale reproduction 
of a typical county-town 
' street at the end of the 19th 
century. 

Lake • County architects 
have been contacted on the 
project and have been asked 
if they would like to submit 
delailed proposals and skcleh- 
os.
